I have the honor of presenting to you the second annual report of the 
Hospital for the year ending October 31, 1900 

Atthe close of the first year we were beginning to realize that the 
Hospital building was inadequate for the work then to be done, and that 
much of Из future success would be dependent upon its capacity. This 
fact has been verified, when we consider that during the first year 
November 1, 1898, to November 1, 1899—fifty-three private patients were 
refused admission for want of accommodation ; during the second year— 
November 1, 1899, to November 1, 1900--опе hundred and sixteen 
private patients were refused admission for want of accommodation 

At the close of the first year we felt our progress was impeded, but 
yet we have passed through the second and entered upon the third 
year with this discouraging future still confronting us. 

There has been a large increase of work, principally charitable, thereby 
necessitating an increase of demands and needs, which have been met, 
however, with the kindest co-operation.
